SUBJECT: SECRETARY'S FEBRUARY 8 MEETING WITH FRENCH 
AMBASSADOR. 

1 . AMBASSADOR KOSCIUSKO-MORIZET OPENED BY NOTING THAT HE 
HAD RETURNED FROM PARIS ON SUNDAY WITH INSTRUCTIONS TO 
RAISE SEVERAL ISSUES WITH THE SECRETARY. 

2. MIDDLE EAST - KOSCIUSKO-MORIZET SAID THAT FOREIGN 
MINISTER DE GUIRINGAUD WOULD BE IN BEIRUT ON THE SAME DAY 
AS THE SECRETARY - FRIDAY, FEBRUARY 18 - AND THAT HE 
WOULD BE WILLING TO MEET WITH THE SECRETARY OR, IF A MEET- 
ING COULD NOT BE ARRANGED, TO TALK TO HIM ON THE TELEPHONE. 

THE SECRETARY REFERRED TO HIS MESSAGE TO DE GUIRINGAUD 
REGRETTING THAT HIS SCHEDULE IN BEIRUT DID NOT APPEAR TO 
PERMIT A MEETING, BUT AGREED THAT IT MIGHT BE POSSIBLE TO 
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ARRANGE A TELEPHONE CALL. 

THE SECRETARY AGREED HE WOULD SEE 

WHETHER SUCH A CALL COULD BE WORKED OUT. 

3. NON-PROLIFERATION - KOSCIUSKO-MORIZET SAID THAT DE 
GUIRINGAUD HAD ASKED HIM TO CLARIFY ANY MIS-APPREHENSION 
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WHICH MIGHT HAVE RESULTED FROM PRESS REPORTING ON LAST 
WEEK'S FRANCO-GERMAN SUMMIT. THE FRENCH HAD NOT, AS SOME 
REPORTS HAD INDICATED, URGED THE GERMANS TO RESIST 

AMERICAN PRESSURE REGARDING THEIR NUCLEAR AGREEMENT WITH 
BRAZIL. ON THE CONTRARY, THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT FELT THAT 
PROGRESS IN REVISING THE GERMAN-BRAZIL AGREEMENT WOULD 
MAKE SIMILAR PROGRESS ON THE FRENCH AGREEMENT WITH PAKI- 
STAN EASIER. FRANCE, OF COURSE, WOULD MAINTAIN ITS COMMIT- 
MENT TO PAKISTAN, HE SAID, BUT IF PAKISTAN WISHED TO CAN- 
CEL ITS AGREEMENT, THAT WOULD BE ALL RIGHT. SUCH A STEP 
WOULD BE EASIER FOR PAKISTAN WERE THERE FIRST TO BE 
PROGRESS ON THE GERMAN-BRAZIL AGREEMENT. IN ADDITION, 

HE SAID THE GERMAN -B RAZILI AN AGREEMENT SEEMED TO BE THE 
MORE DANGEROUS OF THE TWO. 

4. THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY - KOSCIUSKO-MORIZET SAID THAT 
THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT HOPED THAT THE USG WOULD RECOGNIZE 
THE COMMUNITY OF THE NINE AS AN ENTITY QUITE DIFFERENT 
FROM NATO, THE COMMUNITY PLAYED A VERY IMPORTANT ROLE 

IN INSURING STABILITY IN EUROPE. PORTUGAL, HE SAID, WAS 
A GOOD EXAMPLE OF THIS. ALREADY A MEMBER OF NATO, POR- 
TUGAL WAS SEEKING ENTRY INTO THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY IN 
ORDER TO INSURE ITS OWN POLITICAL STABILITY. IT WAS 
IMPORTANT FOR THE UNITED STATES TO DEAL WITH THE COMMUNITY 
AS SUCH WITHOUT CONFUSING IT WITH NATO. THE SECRETARY 
REPLIED THAT THE USG STRONGLY SUPPORTED THE COMMUNITY AND 
WAS VERY PLEASED WITH THE PROGRESS TOWARDS GREATER UNITY 
WHICH IT SEEMS TO BE MAKING. THE US WISHED TO CONSULT 
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CLOSELY WITH THE COMMUNITY. AS AN EXAMPLE OF THIS DESIRE, 

HE NOTED THAT MR. CLIFFORD WOULD BE STOPPING IN LONDON 
TO CONSULT WITH THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE COMMUNITY ON 
THE COMPLETION OF HIS VISITS TO GREECE, TURKEY, AND 
CYPRUS IN ORDER TO INSURE THAT THE US HAD THE BENEFIT OF 
EUROPEAN VIEWS ON THE PROBLEMS OF THAT REGION. 

5. CONCORDE - KOSCIUSKO-MORIZET NOTED THAT HE AND 
AMBASSADOR RAMSBOTHAM HAD CALLED ON THE VICE PRESIDENT 
EARLIER IN THE DAY TO RENEW DISCUSSION, INITIATED BY 
PRESIDENT GISCARD DURING THE VICE PRESIDENT'S TRIP TO 
PARIS, ON CONCORDE. THEY HAD URGED THAT THE US ADMINISTRA- 
TION TAKE STEPS TO ENCOURAGE THE NEW YORK PORT AUTHORITY 
TO PERMIT A TRIAL PERIOD FOR CONCORDE IN NEW YORK SIMILAR 
TO THAT IT WAS NOW UNDERGOING IN WASHINGTON. THE FRENCH 
GOVERNMENT HAD BEEN SURPRISED AND DISMAYED BY THE PORT 
AUTHORITY'S DECISION TO AGAIN POSTPONE A RULING ON THIS 
MATTER. THIS ISSUE COULD BE VERY DETRIMENTAL TO US/FRENCH 
RELATIONS. FRENCH OPINION, RIGHTLY OR WRONGLY, FELT THAT 
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THE AMERICAN DECISIONS IN THIS MATTER WERE COMMERCIALLY 
MOTIVATED. THE AMBASSADOR CONTINUED THAT IT SEEMED THAT 
GOVERNOR CAREY WAS RESIGNED TO SEEING CONCORDE OPERATING 
INTO NEW YORK, BUT FOR POLITICAL REASONS WAS UNABLE 
TO TAKE THE INITIATIVE TO PERMIT IT. THIS WAS ALSO THE 

CASE WITH THE NEW YORK PORT AUTHORITY AND PERHAPS ALSO 
WITH THE US JUDICIARY. EVERYONE SEEMED TO BE WAITING FOR 
THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT TO TAKE THE FIRST STEP. A STATE- 
MENT THAT THE NEW ADMINISTRATION FAVORED A TRIAL PERIOD 
IN NEW YORK FOR CONCORDE SIMILAR TO THAT NOW UNDERWAY AT 
DULLES COULD, THEREFORE, BE VERY HELPFUL. THE SECRETARY 
ASKED WHEN THE COURTS WERE DUE TO RULE ON THIS ISSUE THE 
AMBASSADOR REPLIED THAT THE ISSUE WAS TO GO BEFORE THE 
COURT IN 10 DAYS, BUT SAID THAT PERHAPS THE FRENCH AND 
BRITISH WOULD BE WILLING TO ACCEPT A POSTPONEMENT IF THE 
ADMINISTRATION WERE TO MAKE SUCH A STATEMENT. THE SECRE- 
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TARY SAID HE WOULD DISCUSS THE MATTER WITH THE VICE 
PRESIDENT AND SEE WHAT COULD BE DONE.

SUBJECT: SECRETARY'S FEBRUARY 8 MEETING WITH FRENCH 
AMBASSADOR. 

1 . AMBASSADOR KOSCIUSKO-MORIZET OPENED BY NOTING THAT HE 
HAD RETURNED FROM PARIS ON SUNDAY WITH INSTRUCTIONS TO 
RAISE SEVERAL ISSUES WITH THE SECRETARY. 

2. MIDDLE EAST - KOSCIUSKO-MORIZET SAID THAT FOREIGN 
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MINISTER DE GUIRINGAUD WOULD BE IN BEIRUT ON THE SAME DAY 
AS THE SECRETARY - FRIDAY, FEBRUARY 18 - AND THAT HE 
WOULD BE WILLING TO MEET WITH THE SECRETARY OR, IF A MEET- 
ING COULD NOT BE ARRANGED, TO TALK TO HIM ON THE TELEPHONE. 
THE SECRETARY REFERRED TO HIS MESSAGE TO DE GUIRINGAUD 
REGRETTING THAT HIS SCHEDULE IN BEIRUT DID NOT APPEAR TO 
PERMIT A MEETING, BUT AGREED THAT IT MIGHT BE POSSIBLE TO

3. NON-PROLIFERATION - KOSCIUSKO-MORIZET SAID THAT DE

WEEK'S FRANCO-GERMAN SUMMIT. THE FRENCH HAD NOT, AS SOME 
REPORTS HAD INDICATED, URGED THE GERMANS TO RESIST 

AMERICAN PRESSURE REGARDING THEIR NUCLEAR AGREEMENT WITH 
BRAZIL. ON THE CONTRARY, THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT FELT THAT 
PROGRESS IN REVISING THE GERMAN-BRAZIL AGREEMENT WOULD 
MAKE SIMILAR PROGRESS ON THE FRENCH AGREEMENT WITH PAKI- 
STAN EASIER. FRANCE, OF COURSE, WOULD MAINTAIN ITS COMMIT- 
MENT TO PAKISTAN, HE SAID, BUT IF PAKISTAN WISHED TO CAN- 
CEL ITS AGREEMENT, THAT WOULD BE ALL RIGHT. SUCH A STEP 
WOULD BE EASIER FOR PAKISTAN WERE THERE FIRST TO BE 
PROGRESS ON THE GERMAN-BRAZIL AGREEMENT. IN ADDITION,

4. THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY - KOSCIUSKO-MORIZET SAID THAT

FROM NATO, THE COMMUNITY PLAYED A VERY IMPORTANT ROLE

TO CONSULT WITH THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE COMMUNITY ON 
THE COMPLETION OF HIS VISITS TO GREECE, TURKEY, AND 
CYPRUS IN ORDER TO INSURE THAT THE US HAD THE BENEFIT OF 
EUROPEAN VIEWS ON THE PROBLEMS OF THAT REGION. 

5. CONCORDE - KOSCIUSKO-MORIZET NOTED THAT HE AND 
AMBASSADOR RAMSBOTHAM HAD CALLED ON THE VICE PRESIDENT 
EARLIER IN THE DAY TO RENEW DISCUSSION, INITIATED BY 
PRESIDENT GISCARD DURING THE VICE PRESIDENT'S TRIP TO 
PARIS, ON CONCORDE. THEY HAD URGED THAT THE US ADMINISTRA- 
TION TAKE STEPS TO ENCOURAGE THE NEW YORK PORT AUTHORITY 
TO PERMIT A TRIAL PERIOD FOR CONCORDE IN NEW YORK SIMILAR 
TO THAT IT WAS NOW UNDERGOING IN WASHINGTON. THE FRENCH 
GOVERNMENT HAD BEEN SURPRISED AND DISMAYED BY THE PORT 
AUTHORITY'S DECISION TO AGAIN POSTPONE A RULING ON THIS 
MATTER. THIS ISSUE COULD BE VERY DETRIMENTAL TO US/FRENCH 
RELATIONS. FRENCH OPINION, RIGHTLY OR WRONGLY, FELT THAT 
THE AMERICAN DECISIONS IN THIS MATTER WERE COMMERCIALLY 
MOTIVATED. THE AMBASSADOR CONTINUED THAT IT SEEMED THAT 
GOVERNOR CAREY WAS RESIGNED TO SEEING CONCORDE OPERATING 
INTO NEW YORK, BUT FOR POLITICAL REASONS WAS UNABLE 

TO TAKE THE INITIATIVE TO PERMIT IT. THIS WAS ALSO THE 

CASE WITH THE NEW YORK PORT AUTHORITY AND PERHAPS ALSO 
WITH THE US JUDICIARY. EVERYONE SEEMED TO BE WAITING FOR 
THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT TO TAKE THE FIRST STEP. A STATE- 
MENT THAT THE NEW ADMINISTRATION FAVORED A TRIAL PERIOD 
IN NEW YORK FOR CONCORDE SIMILAR TO THAT NOW UNDERWAY AT 
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DULLES COULD, THEREFORE, BE VERY HELPFUL. THE SECRETARY 
ASKED WHEN THE COURTS WERE DUE TO RULE ON THIS ISSUE THE 
AMBASSADOR REPLIED THAT THE ISSUE WAS TO GO BEFORE THE 
COURT IN 10 DAYS, BUT SAID THAT PERHAPS THE FRENCH AND 
BRITISH WOULD BE WILLING TO ACCEPT A POSTPONEMENT IF THE 
ADMINISTRATION WERE TO MAKE SUCH A STATEMENT. THE SECRE- 
TARY SAID HE WOULD DISCUSS THE MATTER WITH THE VICE 
PRESIDENT AND SEE WHAT COULD BE DONE.
